A PIn.ce Where People Iiive Together 


Without Money. 


Captain Dawson who ia ia command of one 


of the British ciroumpolar expeditions.Bive'j m 
Nature this picture of river and lake Atha- 
basca. On July 28, he writes: "Wereaebed tho 
Athabasca, a splendid river, tisnally half a milo 
ill width, sometimes more. Its course is pretty 
straight to the north.so wo often had a view of 
some fifteen milca or so down the valley. 
Aa 


we drifted down tho rivor tho pines began to 
give place to poplar, the poplar to willow, the 
willow to roods, till at last we saw lake Atha- 
basca before ua,a rocky coast to the noith,and 
to the east water as far as the eye could reach. 
A fresh breeze took us across tho lake in two 
hours, and wo received a hospitable welcome 
at Fort Chipewaian, together with all sorts of 
luxuries that had become quite strange to us. 


"This is quite a large place; there ar» about 


a dozen, houses, two churches, two bishops, n. 
Bisterhood,and some missionaries. Tho country 
is rooky and most desolate. 
To the aouth and 


west the great lake stretches away to the hori- 
zon and the land view is composed of hills o( 
reddish granite, no soil, plants growing here 
and there out of occasional crevic»s, and a few 
stunted firs scattered about Theroare woodo 
m the valleys but the trees are of no size. No 
sound breaks the stillness but the weird ciy of 
the loon, a sort of maniacal laugh, that is al- 
most a wail; and the solitude is heightened by 
tho lotlection that for 1,000 miled north, south, 
east and west all is wilderness. 
Toward tha 


lake tho view ia pretty, as there are many 
islands coveied with pines. 
"It is curious living together without money, 
as ono does in thia country. Every thing is dona 
by bartei, the unit of value being a skin; the 
avoiage value of a bsaver skin is said to be 
•north twenty ducks, or forty whitellsh or 
twoiitv plugs of tobacco, so that for a plug of 
tobacco (about an y, oz ) ono can get a duck or 
two wliitcfiali, a laigo fleh about two feot long 
and very good eating. This place, like all 
othor habitations m the northwest, swaima 
with large, wolf-like dogs. These are used m 
winter for drawing cairioles, and a team of 
foui dogs will draw 5lK)pounds 01 nioie. The 
Indians use them, too, in the snmmor us pack 
animals "

Thousands of joara before Columbus sighted 


Hispamola, a dense population coveied the 
country now known aa Arizona and Mexico. 
They wore o semi-civihzod people, far ad- 
duced beyond savage life, as is shown by the 
lemams of their pottery, temples, and dwell- 
ing houses 
They seem to have been conquer- 


ed by warlike sa-vages fiom moio northern re- 
gions, probably the aucoaters of tho florce 
Apaches and Comanches, who have caused our 
little army ao much troublo in times past 
Colonel StepliPnsou has jnat retained fiom ex- 
ploring the homes ot the cliff dwellers. It 
seems that oti precipices thousands of feet 
above tho plains below havo been found the 
remains of villages where generations must 
have lived and died under the most extraor- 
dmarv oircumsUucea. The houaes could be 
leached only by the most export gymnasts who 
were forced to climb over u, thousand foot up 
tlio cliffs to roach their inhabitations. Some of 
these villages contained, evidently, thousands 
of people. How they procured food and sus- 
tained life in theso inaccessible localities is a 
mystcrv. These cliff dwellings were piobably 
places of refuge for the people of the plains 
when defeated by tlieir savage assailants. 
Major Powell and the chiefs of the other bu- 
reana of the acioutiflc department of the gov- 
ernment, deserve gruat crodit for bringing to 
light tho archaeological and ethnological mar- 
vela

The town 
is under water, the destitution is 
very great, and the destruction of 
property terrible. Mayor J. W. Mills- 
pangh and the Hon. Mark Pool, of 
Shawneetown, arrived in Springfield 
yesterday seeking assistance for the 
people of that vicinity suffering from 
the overflow, and called upon the 
Governor to lay the facts before him. 
They report a scene of great destitu- 
tion and destruction of property.— 
Hundreds of people driven from 
their homes by the flood have been 
compelled to take refuge in the 
churches and in the upper story of 
the court-house, where they are with- 
out the necessities of life. On Sat- 
urday last the water at Shawneetown 
was five feet higher than nuy previ 
ous record, and the town is almost 
completely, cut off from communica- 
tion with the outside world. Many 
of the people are actually suffering 
for food aud shelter, (ipv. Hamilton 
at once ordered the Adjutant General 
to forward 100 tents to Shawnoetown 
to provide shelter for such as have 
not been accommodated, and what- 
ever other measures can be devised 
for their relief will bo taken.

755,635 persons raised crops to the 
value of $343,757,272, or $454 to 
each person. 
The Western or Mis 


sissippi Valley States come next in, 
order, with 2,346,544 persons pro 
dncing orops worth $913,900,652, o 
$389 to each worker. New England' 
poor soil and worse climate cut he 
products down so that 301,815 farm 
workers produce only $108,343,56£ 
or $342 each. But the astonishinj 
result is in the South. 
Here 4,070, 


945 laborers produce values aggre 
gating 3756,391,308, or only $185 t 
each worker.

SHOT HIMSELF. 


Suicide of a Decatur Young Man at

The Long and the Short of It. 
Somebody claims to have discov- 


ered that an ordinary man is two 
inches taller when he gets out of bed 
in the morning than when he goes 
back to it at night. His theory is 
that there is a gradual diminution 
in height during the day, caused by 
the yielding of the plantar arches 
and of the invertebral discs, as well 
as a sudden sinking at the articula- 
tion of the legs when the individual 
rises. The sinking at the ankle he 
places at a third of an inch, at the 
knee one-twelfth to one eighth of an 
inch, and the hip two-fifths of an 
nch. The shortening at the knees 
s probably due to the elasticity of 
he cartilages, while at the hips there 
s as well a sinking of the head of 
,be femur into the colyloid cavity.
